AGRICULTURAL REPORT No. 5 
For Period Ending July 7th, 1041, 


(Issued by the direction of Hon, D. 
B. MacMillan, Minister of Agriculture) 

GENERAL—Crops throughout the 
Province are extremely varied due to 
moisture conditions. Earlier in the 
season moisture was plentiful in the 
south but the north suffered from 
drought. During the last two weeks 
showery weather has created a check- 
erboard condition over a large part 
of the Province. Within large arcas 
that have received fair to general 
rains there are dry spots, and in some 
districts where rainfall has been al- 
most negligible, local showers have 
created good crop growth. 

Generally speaking the eastern part 
of the Province has suffered more or 
less from lack of rain although late 
last week fair to good rains were 
received in the south. In the rest of 
the Province moisture conditions are 
generally fair to good, although rain 
would be welcome in many areas. The 
Peace River district reports general 
conditions as good and crop prospects 
are satisfactory. Wheat is reported to 
be in the shot blade everywhere, and 
is largely in head in many parts. Early 
sown oats and barley are heading, but 
these crops are late due to previous 
drought conditions. In the narthern 
part of the Province centering on Ed- 
monton a “two crop” condition has 
developed as a result of the early 
drought. The first wheat crop is 
short and thin, but a second growth 
is now coming on rapidly and if clim- 
atic conditions remain satisfactory this 
may reach maturity. A more pro- 
nounced second growth is reported in 
the oats and barley which is likely to 
mature if growth conditions are suit- 
able. 

There has been little damage of any 
kind reported. A few local hail 
have occurred.

Call For Public Leadership 


“It is the emphatic will of our 
‘anadian people, expressed through- 
out our whole democratic system, 
that the care of the public health 
shall be a first concern of the Gov- 
ernment,” Hon. Tan Mackenzie. Min- 
ister of Pensions and National 
Health, declared in an address heard 
over the national network of the 
C.B.C., under the auspices of the 
Health League of Canada. 

“The will of the people 
people of this country demand that 
modernized health measures be 
vised, organized, and put 
operation in Canada. then the Gov- 
ernments, federal and provincial, 


and 


must get together and find a way to} 


give effect to the will of the people,” 
Mr. Mackenzie said. 

The minister said that victory in 
the field will be a hollow achieve- 
ment in this war, “ff all that remains 


is a devitalized homeland. “If we 
are to be worthy of our fighting 
men,’ he went on, “we must strive 


to go forward in our war against ill 
health.” 

Mr. Mackenzie pointed out that the 
cost of the Royal Canadian Air Force 
last year, including the great Air 
Training Plan, was two hundred and 
twenty-five million dollars. “But in 
that same year the cost to the Cana- 
dian people of ill health was 
than two hundred and _ fifty 
dollars,’ he declared, 


more 


It is estimated, the minister point- 
ed out, that on any one day Canada 
has 50,000 wage earners idle through 


illness. Much of this wastage is 
avoidable, he said. “The responsi- 


bility rests squarely on the shoulders 
of the people. We have our individ- 
ual responsibility and we 
collective

“Public responsibility for the na- 
tional health,” he continued, “is 
chiefly concerned with preventing dis- 
ease. We do this by quarantine regu- 
lations, pure food laws, sewage dis- 
posal schemes, provision of pure 
water supplies, pasteurization of milk, 
and similar measures.’ 


Mr. Mackenzie said that in the 
past ten years, since the Dominion 
actively entered the public health 


educational field, there has been a re- 
markable reduction in the death 
rates from controllable and prevent- 
able dise 


“Typhoid fever deaths 


have been reduced by two-thirds,’ he 
said, “Searlet fever by 60 per cent.; 
diphtheria by 75 per cent.;  tuber- 
culosis by about one-third.” 

The minister pointed out that in 
the four years of the Great War no 
fewer than 60.000 young Canadians 
lost their lines. “In the four years
